Twenty More Bodies Taken 
From the Ruins To-Day.

Some Narrow EsSapes—4 Brave Man—Sad

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Fans, May N. — The lowest estimate to- 
night places the number ot victims of yester - 
day’s fire in the Opera Comique at 150. The 
police believe thatthe number is much larger. 
The engines were pumping water all day long 
on the smoking ruins. From time to time the 
firemen lowered down by cords from the win- 
dows corpses wrapped in sail cloth. The state 
and attitude in which the bodies of the unfort- 
unate victims were found show how rapid 
was the spread of the flames. At about 1 
o’ clock to-day the firemen found 
eighteen corpses of persons who were 
burned to death or killed by the 
falling debris while engaged in a fearful strug- 
gle on the staircase leading down from the 
first gallery. This ghastly group was massed 
against the closed doors whieh opened inward 
and which had apparently been closed by the 
pressure of the crowd. ‘In one of the boxes 
were feund three women, still seated, who 
had thrown themselves into an attitude ex- 
pressive of terror. Several unfortunate bal- 
let-girls were overtaken by death while dress- 
ing. One girl was found dressed only in 
her maillot and a pair of dlack 
stays. The majority of corpses recovered 
yesterday were almést completely carbonized, 
especially two ballet-girls whose bodies are 
lying in the Rue t, the only thing recog- 
nizable about them being the little bracelets 
known as porte bonheur. The dead who are 
not blackened and charred beyond recogni- 
tion have faces white as marble. A young 
woman lies at los station of the Rue 
Riehelioe with opened in an 
expression of most feurtul terror, evidently 
crying out at the moment she died. 

NARROW ESCAPES. . 

Mr. Sewell, an English solicitor at Paris, 
had a narrow escape. He got into the crush 
and had his coat torn from his back, besides 
being slightly injured.’ He bellevts that many 
have been lost whose bodies have not yet been 
found. Clares Devivier of New York was seen 
by the Post-DISPATCH correspondent. He 
said: At first there was but little alarm. 
Everybody in the stallawas saved.“ Devivier 


‘waited until nearly every one was out. 


Many of the occupants of the stalis 
stopped to get their wraps. Mrs. St. George, 
an English lady, with her two daughters, was 
also seen by the PosT.DISPATCH: correspond- 
ent. They escaped unhurt, but were much 
frightened, and left their wraps behind when 
they rushed into the street. No Americans 
were lost, though a large number were pres- 
ent. Being mostly in the stalls they got away 
without witnessing the catastrophe in the 
galleries. M. Carvalho, the director of the 
theater, informed the Post-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent that the house contained the scenery 
and costumes uf four maw operas. Secretary 
M. Noel saved the archives. The most import- 
ant of the partition  soere oft Le Roi Malgre 
Lui,’’ the work planned on Monteau’s gala 
performance, has been found. 
DIED TOGETHER. 

The firemen recovered to-day from a corner 
of the amphitheater the bodies of a husband 
and wife clasped in each other’s arms, the 
husband being in evening dress and the wife 
in a rose-colored decollete ball dress. 

Mrs. Jessier, an English woman keeping 
furnished apartments at 229 Boulevard Des 
Capucines, where many America as are wont to 
stop, with two of her French lodgers are 
among the missing. Their bodies have not 
yet been found, 

While the firemen last night were 
momentarily called away from the ladder 
which they had placed on the boulevard 
Des Italiens side of the theater a shopman 
named Alfred Cotteaux rapidly mounted it and 
suceeded in rescuing three figurantes who 
had taken refuge at that point. Immediately 
Cotteaux reached the ground he was seized 
with a fit which rendered him helpless for two 
hours. 

The whole ofthe interior of the theater is 
one vast black gulf. Halt of the staircase has 
fallen in, but the upper half is intact. Upon 
the steps were found four carbonized corpses. 
Near the dead baliet-girl atready mentioned as 
lying in the police station in Rue Richelieu lies 
the corpse of a super m a gray wig and a 
Roman dress. The arms and legs are fearful 
to see, being hideously burnt. Near to 
him lies the body of a stout old lady with much 
jewelry and of a pretty flower-girl who, trom 
the look on her marbie-white face, appears to 
have been suffocated. It is stated this even- 
ing that the Government intends to issue an 
order closing the Palais Royal, the Ambigu 
and the Folies Dramatique theaters, so that 
arrangements may be made for the necessary 
safety of the public.. The things which are 
most severely commented upon by all who 
escaped are the fact of not lowering the tron 
curtain, the hindrance to free exit caused by 
the extra seats, and the fact that the doors 
opened inwards.

some strange stories of missing people 
are reported. George De Mire, a captain of 
dragoons, who was badly wounded and was 
taken to a hotel in the Rue Duphot, had with 
him at the theater his father, hie wife and his 
wife’s sister. He did his utmostto save them 
and believed he saw them pass out before him. 
He has since been uvable to find any trace of 
his father or sister-in-law. His wife’s reason 
is threatened. 

With reference to the number of victims the 
latest figure is fifty-four dead at the Hotel Dieu 
Hospital and twenty-eight at the Rue Druot. 
The work of ta out the bodies 
ceased with daylight. More bodies will be 
recovered, as the list of missing people re- 
ported at the Prefecture of Police is consider- 
ably more than double that figure. The tenor, 
Taskins,’ coolness in asking the audience to 
go out quietly saved the lives of hundreds. 
Most of the women found dead wore elegant 
clothes and jewelry. 

Mile. Van Zandt and Mme. Nevada have of- 
fered their services for the entertainment in 
behalf of the victims. Many telegrams have 
been sent to America by yisitera here to as- 
sure relatives of their seafety. 

TWENTY VICTIMS MORE, 

The examination of theruins of the Opera 
Comique for the remains of victims continues 
vigorously. Twenty bodies have been found in 
the dining-room. These victims had all met 
their death by suffocation. The firemen saw 
other bodies, but were unable to reach them. 
It is believed that there are 150 more bodies in 
the ruins. 

The roll-call of the attaches of the 
Opera Comique made to-day shows 
tnat seventeen actors and employes are 
missing, exclusive of the supernumeraries,

THE WABASH RAILROAD SUED FOR OVER Fe 


TWO MILLIONS TO-DAY. 


— — 


The Claim Based on Rentals and Instan- 

ments Due Upon Equipment and Use of 

- Relling Stock—The Suite Filed Simul- 

taneously in This City and in Chicago and 

- Springfield, 11).—Details of the Matter— 
Other Railway Newa. 


Suits were filed simultaneously to-day in the 
United States Court in this city, at Springfield, 
III., and at Chicago, involving the recovery of 

‘upwards of two millions of dollars from the 
Wabash railroad. The litigation comes 
the Wabash 
troubles and the announcement will 
suprise the parties in interest represented by 
the Purchasing Committee. It was generally 
supposed that most of the claims against the 
Wabash had been presented in the Federal 
Court and referred in the ordinary way to the 
master and that beyond a few intervening 
petitions for damages for personal injuries 
and loss of stock along the line and claims 
of attorneys and others for allowances the 
master’s work was pretty well completed, the 
Court having disposed of nearly all the mat- 
ters submitted on the master’s reports. To- 
day, bowever, the receivers, Messrs. Tutt and 
Humphreys, areconfronted with a stupendous 
claim in the shape of an intervening petition 
filed by Hough, Overall & Judson in behalf of 
the New York & Pacific Car Trust Associa- 
tion. The claim is based upon 

RENTALS AND INSTALLMENTS 

due upon equipment aud use ofthe rolling 
stock of the Wabash during the period ofthe 
receivership dating from 1884 to April 1 of the 
present year. The total amount is $2,025,350 
and the Court is asked to order the receivers 
to pay that gum and that it be declared alien 
superior to all mortgages on the Wabash prop- 
erty. A bill of items covering the rolling: 
stock supplied to the Wabash is appended, 
showing that the New York & Pacific Car 
Trust Association, between the years 
1879 and 1881 supplied the road with 
6,522 cars and 111 locomotives for use 


on the various lines of the Wabash system. 
The association did a large business in the 
railroad * line, furnishing railroad 
companies with rolling stock on the instal- 
ment plan much on the principle of build- 
ing associations, the 8 of rentals be- 
ing applied tothe purchase. The Wabash road 
was equipped in that way, the Car Association 
furnishing cars and locomotives to the value 
of upwards of four millions of doliars. Prior 
to the receivership the Wabash management 
paid over to the New York & Pacific Car Trust 
Association about 51, 800, 000 on account of 
rentais and installments due upon the rolling - 
stock. When the property passed into the 
hands of the receivers they continued to use 
the same rolling-stock and equipments, and 
they are now asked to pay for the same. 
THE SAVING CLAUSE 

in the decree of sale of the Wabash which gives 
this claim its footing in court reads as follows: 

But such conveyance or assignment 
shall not have the effect of discharging any 
partof said property from the payment or 
contribution to the payment of claims or de- 
mands chargeable against the same whether 
for costs or expenses, the expenses 
of the receivership of said prop- 
erty and the full payment of 
all the debts and iiabilities of said receivers, 
or upon intervening claims allowed or to be 
allowed, or upon any other claims or allow- 
ances that have been or may be charged 
against said property or any part thereof, or 
said receivers, either by this court or by any 
other Circuit Court exercising ancillary juris- 
diction, or by any other court to which any of 
the parties hereto, including the receivers, 
have been hereby remitted in proceedings or 
actions ancillary hereto or otherwise.’’ 

THE COURT’S STRING. 

It will be seen that the Federal Court in the 
ao clause of the decree, under which 
the Purchasing Committee assumed control, 
attached a string by which at any time the 

roperty can be taken back and controlled 

y the receivers under its orders. 
The Purchasing Committee is therefore 
placed in a position of some difficulty; 
they have either to furnish the money for the 
purpose of wiping out this claim or to aban- 
don the roliing-stock. A thorough equipment 
of the road would cost $5,000,000,and the prob- 
ubility is that the rolling-stock will be* 
continued in use. The contract was 
originally made with the Wabash and 
prior to the difficulties which led to the ap- 

ointment of receivers,forthe property it wil 

e remembered that a leasehold arrangement 
was effected with the Iron Mountain Railroad 
Company through the manipulations of Jay 
Gould. As that lease was not ratified by the 
stockholders, however, it cuts no figure on 
the score of liability under this contract. 

The suits filed at Springfield and Chicago re- 
late to the use of the rolling-stock for the lines 
on the east side of the river during the period 
of the receivership. It is said that Solon 
Humphreys is a stockholder inthe New York 
& Pacific Car Trust Association and that may, 
in a measure, accountforthe delay in pres- 
entation of this claim. 

The intervening petitions will be presented 
in the United States Ciicuit Court here on 
Monday morning and will take the ordinary 
course of reference to the master. The papers 
are drawn up aud filedinthe name of Solon 
Humphreys and E. D. Morgan, as trustees for 
the Car Trust Company, against the Wabash 
Railroud Company, Thos. E. Tutt and Solon 
Humphreys, receivers. 

THE WABASH WESTERN’S VIEW. 

General-Manager Talmage of the Wabash 
Western is notin the city, but Secretary and 
Treasurer James F. How explained the con- 
dition of the debt of the Wabash to the 
New York and Pacific Trust Company.

APPOINTED A COMMITTEE. 


The Northern Presbyterians Ready to Con- 
fer With Their Southern Brethren. 


OMAHA, Neb., May 27.—The Presbyterian As- 
sembly met this morning at the usual time. A 
resolution was received from the assembly at 
St. Louis, looking to united action between 
both divisions of the church as follows: 


Resolved, That a committee of four minis- 
tersand four ruling elders be appointed, to- 
gether with the Moderator, to meet 
with similar committee of the 
General erry: of the  Presbyter- 
lan Church in the United States of America, 
if such a committee shall be appointed, for 
the sole urpose ot inquiring into

IMPRESSIVE CONSECRATION CEREMONY AT 


Hurls His Lance at the Church of Rome 
Bishop Whipple Presides as Consecrate 
—Order of the Exercises. , 


For three hours to-day Christ Episcopal 
Church was filled with the rustie of robes and 
with the sound of impressive voices. ‘The 
occasion was the consecration of Rev. Ethel- 
bert Talbot, formerly principal of &t. James 
Academy, Macon, Mo., as missionary 
bishop of Wyoming and Maho. The 
ceremonies were made brilliant by the 
presence of ten bishops and of nearly all the 
Episcopal clergy of Missouri. A large audience 
was present, the majority being ladies. The 
scene during the services was stirring. The 
chancel was filled with the white-robed choir, 
and priests and the bishops with their black 
robes, while grading off from these plain gar- 
ments came the bright colors in the audience. 
There were no floral decorations, orin fact any 
unusual ornamentation, and but for the dis- 
tinguished looking assemblage in the church 
none would have known that an extraordinary 
service was going on. The fact that this was 
the first consecration held by the Episcopal 
Church in St. Louis for years served to add 
afeature of local interest to the occasion. 
The arrangements and details of the service 
were under the direction of John R. Triplett, 


Diocesan Secretary, whose experience brought 

about the smoothness with which everything 

about the long and difficult service was done. 
THE PROCESSION. 

It was but a few minutes after 10 o’clock, the 
appointed hour, that the procession moved. 
The clergy h been engaged in morning 
prayer for the hour preceding, and came di- 
rect from their devotions. As the cross- 
bearer came out of the door to the right 
of the pulpit it was noticed that Revs. 
S8. A. Greene, W. H. Assheton and 
Frank K. Brooke were at the bead of 
the procession. Immediately behind them 
came the combined surpli ehoirs of St. 
John’s, St. Peter's and St. Mark’s Memorial, 
numbering 100 singers. Following them came 
the diocesan clergy in their priestly attire, and 
bringing up the rear was the delegation of 
bishops, who marched in twos in the foliow- 
ing order: Bishops Tuttle of Missouri 
and Seymour of. Springfield, III.; Bish- 
~ Spaiding of Colorado and urgess 
0 Quincy, III.; Bishops MeLaren 
ot —— and Dudley of Kentucky; Bishops 
Vail of Kansas and Perry of Iowa. The last 
one in the line was Bishop Whipple of Minne- 
sota, who, with his stern face, his dark hair 
flowing from under a black skuli cap, und his 
striking figure, was the 1 ga ae of the spec- 
tators. Singing bymn the long line passed 
down the south aisie to the main entrance, 
and thence down the center aisle to 
the chancel, where the choir and clergy 
divided, the bishops passing into the chance! 
through the two lines. Then the lines fell in 
_— and all took their places in the chancel. 
The exercises were begun with the reading of 
purity and the Ten Commandments dy 
Bishop Burgess, followed by the collect, 
epistie and gospel from the consecration office 
by Bishop Perry. The Nicene creed was then 
chanted by priests and choir, after which 
hymn 117, Our Lord Is Risen From the 
Dead,’’ was sung by the audience. There 
was no adult choir and the singing of the day 
was done entirely by the andience or surpliced 
choir. There was a pause for a moment aud 
then the short form of Bishop Seymour stepped 
into the pulpit. The Bishop has white 
hair and a smooth face, resembling 
the familiar features of Col. In- 
gersoll. He has a strong voice, 
with which he made the congregation hear 
every word of his sermon, which at some 
points was eloquent. ' 

THE SERMON. 

The Bishop took for his text the last three 
verses of the Gospel of St. Matthew: And 
Jesus came and spake unto them, ~ 40g + 
All power is given unto me n 
heaven and in earth. Go ye, there- 
fore, and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father and of the Son 
and of the Holy Ghost. Teaching them to ob- 
serve all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you;and,lo,Iam with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world. Amen.’’ 

These words the speaker said were the char- 
ter of the Lord’s ministry on this earth. This 
was the keynote of the discourse. From the 
words of the charter the preacher proceeded 
to defend the doctrine of apostolic succes- 
sion. The reason why he would dwell so long 
onthis theme was that they were about to 
add another to the apostolate body, 
and it was but right to inquire 
into his powers and limitations. Christ us- 
tered the words in the supreme moment of his 
life and so vivid are they that we can 
almost hear him defining the 
of his ministry on 
was a grand moment. On the Mount of As- 
cension, with his disciples, he was about to go 
back to heaven. This mount and group were 
the fountain of all we see and 
knew in the Holy Ostholic Church 
in the world. The central figure was Christ, 
akin to us in bone, lu mind and in spirit, and 
different only in that He knew not sin. He 
was but tarrying a moment before returning 
tothe Father, He staid to tell His aposties 
what to do. 

But another picture the speaker called at- 
tention to. It wasthe aposties, who were of 
supreme importance, because Christ was about 
to delegate to them that power which 
was to nourish the church. Christ spoke to 
them collectively. ‘‘Go ye. Then again He 
was in their midst; that was Christ's place al- 
ways, except when John leaned upon His 
breast. ‘‘Whutsover I have commanded vou. 
„„Jesus spake unto them. 
was to all, not to one. 

ATTACKING THE ROMAN CATHOLIOS.

Tu Bussey bridge disaster has caused 
the Massachusetts Legislature to enact 
and Gov. AMEs to sign a law substantially 
like the Gladstone act of England, mak- 
ing employers liable for injuries to em- 
ployes, when the latter, exercising due 
eare and diligence themselves, are injured 
by the negligence of a fellow-servant ex- 
ercising superintending authority. The 
old law released the employer from lia- 
bility where the employe suffered 
from the negligence of a co-employe. 
The new law gives the injured 
employe, if himself innocent of 
contributory negligence, the same right 
of recovery as if he were not in the em- 
ployer’s service, but the limit of damages 
is $5,000. Thishew law has been pending in 
the Massachusetts Legislature ever since 
1880, and its adoption there follows its 
adoption in Germany, England, France 
and a number of American States. Rail- 
road influence throttled a similar bill in- 
troduced into the Missouri Legislature 
some ten years ago, and the man who 
first introduced it and then smothered it 
in committee has been a high salaried 
railroad attorney ever since.

_ PARDEE TO THE PRONT. 
A few weeks ago some ground for a 
Congressional investigation with refer- 
ence to a possible impeachment of Judge 
PaRDER was laid by telegraphic dis- 
patches from El Paso, which still remain 
uncontradicted. It was announced that 
while going to the Pacificon one of the 
special bars of the Texas & Pacific, he had, 
as a United States judge in charge of 
that bankrupt concern, ordered or au- 
thorized the receivers to disregard 
the interstate commerce law and 
to charge more for short hauls than for

| long hauls, without waiting for authority 


or consent from the Interstate Commis- 
sion. Now it is ‘announced that Judge 
PARDEE is to pass upon a petition filed by 
the aforesaid receivers in his court at 
New Orleans asking that they be author- 
ized by him to disregard the fourth seo- 
tion of the interstate law on the ground 
that it operates injuriously to the inter- 
ests of the property which he has put in 
their hands as receivers in bankruptcy. 

Whatever else a court may do in car- 
ing for property taken under its control, 
it can not set aside the laws of the land 
to increase the earnings of that property; 
nor can it authorize its officers and 
agents, the receivers, to disregard or vio- 
late any law. There is no judicial usurpa- 
tion, no misfeasance in office, for which a 
judge should be impeached and removed 
if not for advising receivers’ to vio- 
late the law and impliedly promising to 
hold them scathless in such oonduct. 
That is what Judge Parpsx’s order 
would amount to if he should even go no 
further than to tell the receivers they are 
at liberty to construe the law and act for 
themselves on their own personal respon- 
sibility under the bonds they have given. 
It is his plain duty to construe the law for 
them, and to take care that their steward- 
ship shall not only be faithful to the in- 
terests of the property, but honestly 
obedient to the law of the land. 

But the Gould interest has so often 
triumphed over right and justice within 
Judge PaRpkxE’s jurisdiction that the 
public will await the outcome of this ap- 
plication with more of anxiety than of 
assurance. This time itis either an au- 
dacious attempt to enlist and use his judi- 
cial authority asa cover for a bold and 
open nullification of the law, or the 
application means that he has been 
chosen as the judge who is first to construe 
the new law and pass upon its constitu- 
tionality for the railroads. It is well for 
the country that there are other courts 
than PaRpDrEE’s, and a Supreme Court to 
review his decisions. 

—— — — — 

THe Missouri Legislature might find a 
pregnant and pertinent suggestion in the 
recent action of a New Jersey court and 
jury with reference to the enforcement 
of the old statute against blasphemy. Col. 
Bos INGERSOLL made one of. his brilliant 
arguments against the law. He arraigned 
it asarelic of the times when heresy was 
blasphemy and punished by burning at 
the stake; when freedom of thought and 
freedom of speech were suppressed lest it 
should insult God and wound the relig- 
ious sentiment of the community. 
He showed that what is blasphemy 
in one country is orthodox worship in an- 
other. But the New Jersey judge told 
the jury that all such arguments should 
be addressed to the Legislature, not to 
courts or juries; that the duty of the lat- 
ter is simply to enforce the law as they 
find it enacted, not to decide whether it 
was a wise and good law. So Col. Bos’s 
client was fined according to law. A like 
obligation to enforce the Constitution 
as they find it rests upon the Leg- 
islature of Missouri. There is no 
question as to the meaning or the man- 
datory force of the unenforced clauses 
of the Constitution relating to railroads. 
If there were, the Legislature would have 
a right to call on the Attorney-General or 
on eminent counsel for expert judgment 
as to the interpretation of the text. But 
instead of doing anything of the kind the 
Legislature has resolved itself into a rev- 
olutionary tribunal and has invited hired 
railroad attorneys to arraign the Consti- 
tution before it for abrogation and to de- 
nounce the railroad clauses thereof as 
rank communism.

Misseuri’s Experiment.

Missouri is making a very questionable ex- 
periment in undertaking to do without an 
organized, uniformed and trained militia. 
Nor can any State fairly expect its militia to 
be ready at the Governor’s call to preserve or- 
der and guard property, often at the peril of 
their own lives, and yet actually pay for the 
privilege of getting themselves ready and 
equipped for this duty. The importance 
of the militia. is unquestionable. The 
maintenance ot even small forces, 
if well chosen, well equipped and 
well disciplined, not only affords a guarantee 
of the preservation of peace and order, but 
removes the necessity of increasing the stand- 
ing army. At the present time the dispute be- 
tween the militia forces of a State and its Leg- 
islature, based on allegations of parsimony 
and resulting In the disbandment of the 
former, is particularly foolish on account of 
the new national militialaw. This law not 
only doubles the former annual appropriation 
made from the United States Treasury for pro- 
viding arms for the militia, but appropriates 
it according to the percentage of the enlisted, 
organized, and uniformed militia existing in 
each State. 


Compromise Means Surrender.

The adoption of inadequate legislation, even 
if measurably efficient, would be worse than 
a failure to pass any law whatever. No 
sooner would such a measure find its way 
into the statute books than it would be made 
a pretext for dropping the question out of 
sight at the next election. The only way to 
thrust out of public life the hirelings 
and tools of the lobby is to 
fight them to the bitter end. The 
only way to curb the influence of 
the railroad corporations is to refuse all 
overtures for compromise, demanding the full 
recognition of the Constitution and the un- 
conditional surrender of the obstructionists. 
The people demand this and will sanction 
nothing less. If this Legislature cannot com- 
pass such a result, let it adjourn, and it will 
remain to be seen whether, in a campaign in 
which this question shall absorb and over- 
shadow all others, the railroads can seat 
enough members in our legislative halls to de- 
feat the just demands of the public.
